EFFECT MAY BE SEEN SOON 


Findings of Commerce Commission on 


Its Probe of the New Haven Rail­ 


way Are Expected to Have a Direct 


Effect on the Trust Legislation Now 


Before the Senate. 


Washington, July 14.—The remark­ 
able 
report of the interstate com­ 
merce commission, presented to the 
senate, on its investigation of the New 
Haven railroad, is expected to have 
a direct effect on the trust legislation 
now before the senate. 
It was suggested at the Capitol that 
it will end all talk about leaving out 
of all the senate anti-trust legislation 
the provisions aimed at interlocking 
directorates. 
Official Washington is deeply stirred 
by the contents of the report, which 
puts blame in no uncertain terms on 
the directors of the railroad, telling 
the story of the “reckless and profli­ 
gate” financial operations of the cor­ 
poration. 
It seems possible that early legisla­ 
tion will show the effect of the re­ 
port, the closing sentence of which 
reads: 
“The revelations in this record make 
it essential for the welfare of the na­ 
tion that the reckless and profligate 
financiering which has blighted this 
railroad system be ended and until 
this is fully done there will be no 
assurance that the story of the New 
Haven wi'l not be told again with the 
stockholders of some other railroad 
system as the victims.”

senators approved 
heartily 
the theory advanced by the interstate 
commerce commission that directors 
of corporations should direct and be 
held liable both criminally and civilly.

14.—"Criminal 
negligence’ 
and “one of the most 
glaring instances of Maladministra­ 
tion revealed in all the history of 
American railroading” were the terms 
the interstate commerce commission 
employed in reporting to the senate 
on its investigation of New Haven 
railroad financial affairs. 
The commission's conclusions may 
be summed up this way: 
Losses to New Haven stockholders 
for the acts of their directors will 
range from $60,000,000 to $90,000,000. 
Suits to recover the money should lie 
in some cases. 
Many of the transactions, charac­ 
terized violations of the law of New 
Tork, Rhode Island and Massachusetts 
and the federal anti-trust laws, have 
been reported to the authorities of 
the states and the federal department 
of justice. 
All the commission’s strictures were 
upon the management of the New Ha­ 
ven system under former President 
Mellen. 
In justice to the present manage­ 
ment the commission says it is only 
fair to say that Chairman Howard El­ 
liott and Walker D. Hines, special 
counsel, “have co-operated with the 
commission and rendered it substan­ 
tial assistance throughout this inves­ 
tigation.”

Orangemen’s demonstration here cul­ 
minated in a scene of great enthu­ 
siasm around the tiny platform where 
Sir Edward Carson, Bible in hand, 
pledged the convenanters never to 
surrender to coercion, to remain loyal 
to the throne and never to waver in 
their support of their leaders in the 
fight against home rule. 
Sir Edward 
Carson in a speech 
served notice on the British govern 
ment that unless it is prepared to 
leave Ulster alone it very shortly will 
find 
the Ulstermen 
recognizing 
no 
government 
except 
the provisional 
government of Ulster. He said he has 
been given authority to act and if 
necessary that means he is to exer 
cise his powers 
without regard to 
consequences to himself. 
Sir Edward Carson offered the gov­ 
ernment the choice of giving Ulster i 
clean cut out of home rule or of com 
ing to fight the Ulstermen. These, he 
said, are the only possible alterna 
tives. 
Ulster, he concluded, is ask­ 
ing only justice and lf It does not get 
it from the government it will take 
it for itself.

Washington. July 14.—General Hu­ 
erta will resign as provisional presi­ 
dent of Mexico Wednesday. 
This was the report to Washington 
of the Brazilian minister to Mexico, 
who added that hraneisco Carbajal, 
newly appointed minister of foreign 
affairs, is ready to assume the reins. 
Minister Suarez of Chile, one of the 
mediators, anticipating the retirement 
of Huerta, sought in an informal talk 
with Secretary Bryan to learn what 
the attitude of the 
United States 
would be toward the Carbajal govern­ 
ment. 
While the Washington government 
will not recognize Carbajal, Minister 
Suarez learned that the American gov­ 
ernment was not disinclined to treat 
Informally with the new administra­ 
tion until a transfer of power to tho 
Constitutionalists could be effected. 
Minister Suarez had a conference 
with Fernando Iglesias Calderon, head 
of the Liberal party in Mexico, and 
here on a private mission for General 
Carranza. 
It is believed that they 
talked about the efforts being made 
to bring the two contending Mexican 
factions into communication so that 
there may be a change of government 
in Mexico City without further blood­ 
shed. 
Mr. Calderon holds the view that 
unless the Huerta forces are ready to 
capitulate conferences would be futile.

Carranza 
notified 
tho 
United States through John R. Sun­ 
man, formerly American consul at 
Saltillo, that only the unconditional 
surrender of the authorities at Mex­ 
ico City would be accepted.

The administration at Washington 
received information that members of 
General Huerta’s family had arrived at 
Vera Cruz. 
For some reason this in­ 
formation was guarded rather careful­ 
ly, and the full significance of the ad­ 
vices received in connection with it 
could not be ascertained from any au­ 
thoritative source, says a dispatch to 
the New York Times. 
There is no 
doubt, however, that well informed of­ 
ficials of the government regarded the 
presence of the Huerta family at Vera 
Cruz as merely preliminary to the 
flight of the dictator from the capital. 
The advices received were coupled 
with the information that the wife of 
Senor Moheno. former minister of for­ 
eign affairs in the Huerta cabinet, was 
with the Huerta party and would wait 
at Vera Cruz for the arrival of her bus 
hand before sailing away from Mexico. 
Prom this it was inferred that Huerta 
and Moheno would leave the City of 
Mexico together and join their fami­ 
lies at Vera Cruz. 
There is a growing feeling that with 
Huerta removed as a factor in the 
Mexican situation the chief obstacle to 
a peaceable adjustment of Mexico's 
troubles will disappear. 
But the WU- 
j 
eon administration has found it diffi­ 
cult to convince the Constitutionalist 
leaders that its interest In a speedy 
settlement is born of a desire to do 
what is best for Mexico’s welfare.

According to natives, the 
rumble is caused by the ghost of King 
Excainina, who ruled over that part of 
the country three or four centuries be­ 
fore the Spaniards discovered America. 
King Excainina, the tradition says, 
was as bad as man could be.

He had his palace constructed 
in another cave, which communicated 
with that of the spring by a tunnel.

gleaming white ore and thus became 
the discoverer of the famous sliver 
mines of Potosi. 
You have also read, perhaps with 
itching fingers, of prospectors picking 
up nuggets of gold worth a thousand 
dollars each or opening veins of quartz 
all shot through with heavy threads 
of the yellow metal. 
You know that ores of gold and 
silver or of any other precious or use­ 
ful metal are not to be found in every­ 
body’s back yard, but must be sought 
for in certain favored parts ut the 
earth. 
But has your Intelligent curiosity ever 
led you to inquire how those ores came 
to be where they are and nowhere 
else? 
Have yon ever wondered what 
makes a gold nugget? 
Possibly you think that gold and 
other metals grow somewhat as fruits 
do—in soils and climate* that are spe­ 
cially suited to them. 
W ell, there Is 
considerable truth in that idea, aud 
the word “grow’” is, in one sense, sur­ 
prisingly applicable to such deposits. 
But there is a great deal more in tin' 
matter than you would imagine, and 
on no subject has science fought more 
batties royal than on this of the origin 
of metallic ores. 
I think that there are 
s6me geologists who would rattier find 
out this secret to the very bottom than 
discover the richest lode that tile ribs 
lf they could do 
both that would be perfection, and we 
must not forget that knowledge is 
power. 
Until about 400 years ago everybody 
from fabling into the possession of a who thought about it at all believed 
that veins of precious ore were dis­ 
tributed under the influence of the 
planets. 
At that time astrology held 
the place of science. 
Finally George Agricola, a German 
mineralogist, who lived about the time 
when the gold and silver of Mexico

A policeman, with a sword 
(tangling at his side aud holding in his 
hand an official document with an im­ 
posing seal on it, enters the managing 
c-uitor’s room and delivers the decree. 
It is the famous Austrian press cen­ 
sorship aud confiscation machine, call­ 
ed for short die "confiscation appara­ 
tus,” at work. 
Down below the big 
presses are thundering along on the 
Inst few thousand copies of a big cir­ 
culation. 
It is 3 o’clock in die morn­ 
ing—too late to “make over" by rear­ 
ing out tho offending article or nows

place and reprinting the entire edition. 
From the numerous nom s 
which 
make up the editorial sanctum there 
rolls one “Donnorwetter!” and “ Ver- 
dammt!” after another.

This is a scene which has taken 
place frequently in Viennese newspa­ 
per offices lately.

itors In the world can tell as many in 
foresting stories of news that never 
reached their readers as the Viennese. 
From an American viewpoint of a 
free press the Austrian press laws. 
press censorship and “Confiscation ap 
paratus” is about the most absurd and 
antiquated 
institution 
in 
existence 
Apparently it was created largely for 
the purpose of keeping the truth from 
the public. 
In Austria books, pictures, illustrat­ 
ed catalogues, price lists, handbills, ad­ 
vertisements and advertising literature, 
newspapers, periodicals and publica­ 
tions which appear occasionally, signs 
and signboards, posters—in fact, every­ 
thing that conveys meaning to the 
mind by means of type, pictures or 
symbols is subject to censorship. Until 
recently even private calling or “visit­ 
ing’’ cards wore subject to censorship 
The printer had to lay a proof of a 
card before the “press court” before he 
could deliver the order. 
Any district or superior court may 
constitute itself a “press court” to pass 
upon and order tho confiscation of any 
newspaper in its jurisdiction.—Vienna 
Cor. New Y’ork Tribune.

WHY RICH BUTTER IS YELLOW 


Due to Carotin In C ow ’s Rations, Says 
Departm ent of Agriculture. 
Tho rich, yellow color demanded by 
the public in dairy products has been 
silown to be due primarily to the na­ 
ture of cow feed. 
This announcement 
was made by the department of agri­ 
culture as the result of experiments 
carried on in co-operation with the Mis­ 
souri state experiment station. 
The department’s conclusion is that 
although to some extent a breed char­ 
acteristic. the intensity of tiffs yellow 
color may within certain limits be in 
j 
creased or diminished at will by chang 
lug the cow’s rations. 
Chemical tests show that the yellow 
color in milk is produced by several 
well known pigments found in green j 
plants, the principal one tieing carotin. 
so called because It constitutes a large 
part of the coloring matter of carrots 
The other yellow pigments In milk are 
known 
as 
xanthophyll 
These are 
found In a number of plants, including 
grass, but are especially abundant in 
yellow autumn leaves. 
This explains the fact that fresh, 
green grass and carrots increase the 
yellowness of butter. Green grass, it is 
stated. Is probably richer in carotin 
than any other dairy feed and cows 
feeding on it produce the highest col­ 
ored butter.

The mineral solutions he called the 
earth’s “Juices." 
A couple of hundred years later the 
German geologist Werner set forth a 
view that became very famous under 
the name of the “Neptunist theory,” 
from Neptune, the god of the sea. 
Werner’s idea wots that as the earth 
cooled down from the primeval nebula 
out of which it wras formed It was en­ 
veloped in a universal hot ocean, hold­ 
ing in solution ail kinds of minerals, 
and that wrhen the rocky crust was 
formed the w’ater leaking dow’n into 
it deposited its metallic contents by 
chemical precipitation in veins and 
lodes wherever the circumstances were 
favorable. 
But a hundred years ago the Nep­ 
tunist theory, which had swept everv- 
thing before it in the minds of men 
of science, met its Waterloo at the 
hands of Hutton, the Scottish geolo­ 
gist, with his “Plutonic” theory (from 
Pluto, the god of the infernal regions). 
Hutton’s idea was that the materials 
which fill the metallic veins were melt­ 
ed by heat and forcibly injected into 
the clefts and fissures of the strata 
from below. 
The “Neptunists” and “Plutonists’ 
had a hard fight, with the latter hold­ 
ing the upper hand, until their theory 
had assumed a kind of compromise 
I form, with water again playing the I 
principal role. 
The American geolo­ 
gist, Van Ilise, is the author of one of 
the latest theories, according to which 
meteoric water (condensed atmospheric 
vapor) penetrates deep into the earth’s 
crust and. with steadily increasing 
temperature, takes up mineral matter 
into solution. 
Spreading, as it gets 
deeper, the water reaches larger open­ 
ings in tile rocky crust, in which it 
ascends, with decreasing temperature 
and pressure. 
There it deposits the ores, whose ma- 
terials it has collected in its wander­ 
ings and carried along in solution. 
But this is not the last word, and in 
recent years there has beeu a partial 
reaction toward the Plutonist theory. 
Besides, a great deal seems to depend 
upon the nature v t the ore whose ori­ 
gin is in question.—Garrett P. Sends* 
In New’ York Journal.

The present set

bring the troubles in Mexico to an end 
through peaceful means, and It Is not 
particular as to how that outcome is 
achieved so long as the danger of inter­ 
vention is removed. 
In every i»osslble 
way It seeks to show the Constitution­ 
alists that it bas no desire to interfere 
in the adjustment of the Internal prob­ 
lems of Mexico. It was this spirit that 
caused the American peace delegates 
to leave Niagara Falls. Through that 
course the revolutionary leaders were 
made to understand that their dele­ 
gates were free to confer with the 
plenipotentiaries of Huerta. 
There was hopeful feeling that the 
Constitutionalist lenders have not been 
unmindful of the motives that have ac­ 
tuated the United States government 
and the South American governments.

The Rockefeller commission, which 
Is

China’s 
needs in a medical and surgical way, 
already has found that a most impor­ 
tant point is this: The Chinese must be 
taught to doctor themselves along mod­ 
em lines and not rely, except for the 
present, upon the foreign medical men. 
The country is so vast and tile need 
of the medical mea so extensive that 
all the doctors and surgeons in Amer- 
I lea could be utilized iii China. 
Such a 
j great invasion or even enough to make 
j any w ide impression is impracticable. 
The solution must be the training of 
the Chinese doctors, says a Peking dis­ 
patch to the New' York Times. At pres­ 
ent there are only a few score of them 
trained along modern lines, and these 
have difficulty in making a living. The 
Chinaman is suspicious of the second­ 
hand training of the modernized Chi­ 
nese doctor, and if he is moved to re­ 
sort to foreign treatment he prefers to 
go direct to the foreign doctor, 
i 
The commission, which is represent­ 
ed in Peking by Dr. Harry Pratt Jud­ 
son, president of Chicago university, 
and Dr. Francis AV. Peabody of Bos­ 
ton, lins not gone far enough to com­ 
mit itself to any definite plan, but Its 
report undoubtedly will be largely con­ 
cerned with the problem of making the 
foreign trained native doctor respected 
In China. 
Government Aids. 
Tile United States department of 
state has temporarily detached Roger 
S. Greene from his consular post at 
ITankow to aid the commission as an 
interpreter and guide In its tour of in­ 
vestigation. and the Chinese govern­ 
ment, both central and local, has fur­ 
thered rather than impeded the work 
of the commission. 
In the medical schools the commis­ 
sion lins f<Hind various men at work 
trying to coin medical characters and 
combinations of characters or expres­ 
sions in Chinese. 
It was only three 
years ago that the first class of Chi­ 
nese educated in China took their 
medical degrees from the Union col­ 
lege 
(where 
American 
and

missionary doctors work together) in 
Peking. 
Last year tile first class, a 
small Bain ber, of women doctors was 
graduated. 
Because 
of 
prejudices 
against the treatment of women by 
men, women doctors will have a valu­ 
able place In medical work in China. 
AVhile the class of Chinese who pre­ 
fer the old style Chinese doctors is 
still In the majority, the foreign doc­ 
tors have more than they can do. 
Chinese medicine is a poor tiling. 
The 
Chinese have had for centuries reme­ 
dies for certain well known diseases— 
remedies which are often very effec­ 
tive. 
But they have never apparently 
studied anatomy and know little or 
nothing of the reasons for actions and 
counteractions. 
Much, if not most, of 
their work is quackery. 
They have 
very little knowledge of surgery. 
Cannot Set a Bone. 
As a rule, the Chinese doctor cannot 
set a bone. 
Men w hose broken limbs 
could be stuck together by nil ordi­ 
nary man in Europe or America Be­ 
come permanent cripples In Chinn. 
Such are to be seen even on the streets 
of 
Canton, 
Shanghai 
and 
Pairing, 
where the services of the foreign doc­ 
tors are always available. 
They are 
men who have gone to their own in­ 
stead of foreign doctors and probably 
have received plasters or even medi­ 
cine to take internally for their brok­ 
en bones. 
Some of the tales that go through 
tho country about the missionary doc­ 
tors are to these people like stories of 
the Bible. 
A man learns of a surpris­ 
ing cure, which seems to him miracu­ 
lous. 
A friend has been shot by brig­ 
ands or by marauding troops of tho 
government and is paralyzed down 
one side as a result 
The foreign doc­ 
tor opens tils head, takes out a little 
piece of metal, and the man begins at 
once to walk and talk. Or it might be 
in the case of a woman who was 
blind from a cataract and received

MICHIGAN MAY MAKE 
LAWS AGAINST JAPS. 


Like California, Many In That State 
Oppose Colonization Plan. 


Michigan stands with California on 
the question of receiving the Japanese 
as settlers if the statements of state 
officers and county officers express the 
views of the people. Former Governor 
Chase S. Osborn announced his candi­ 
dacy this year for the Republican nom­ 
ination for governor, saying: 
“I know nothing as to the authen­ 
ticity of the report of a Japanese col­ 
onization scheme for Michigan, but 
such ti plan would be neither practical 
nor desirable.” 
Secretary of State Martindale, also a 
candidate for the Republican guberna­ 
torial 
nomination, expressed similar 
views, adding that he favors exclusion 
legislation. 
State Land Commissioner Carton de­ 
clared the state should take steps to 
prevent any move of the sort reported. 
Governor Ferris lins refused to com­ 
ment on the proposition pending such 
time as he Jins no official knowledge of 
a movement of Japanese toward Michi­ 
gan agricultural lands. 
Labor leaders are planning to take 
action, and several have declared that, 
whether this colonization scheme goes 
through or not, there will be bills pre­ 
sented at the next session of the legis­ 
lature to prevent Japanese from own­ 
ing land in Michigan.

While the class of Chinese who pre­ 
fer the old style Chinese doctors Is 
still in the majority, the foreign doc­ 
tors have more than they onn do. 
Chinese medicine is a poor tiling. The 
Chinese have had for centuries reme­ 
dies for certain well known diseases— 
remedies which are often very effec­ 
tive. 
But they have never apparently 
studied anatomy and know little or 
nothing of the reasons for actions and 
counteractions. Much, lf not most, of 
their work is quackery. 
They have 
very little knowledge of surgery. 


Cannot Set a Bone. 
As a rule, the Chinese doctor cannot 
set a bone. 
Men whose broken limbs 
could lie stuck together by an ordi­ 
nary mnn in Europe or America be­ 
come permanent cripples in Chinn. 
Such are to be seen even on the streets 
of 
Canton, 
Shanghai 
and 
Peking, 
where the services of the foreign doc­ 
tors are always available. 
They are 
men who have gone to their own in­ 
stead of foreign doctors and probably 
have received plasters or even medi­ 
cine to take internally for their brok­ 
en bones. 
Some of the tales that go through 
the country about the missionary doc­ 
tors are to these people like stories of 
the Bible. 
A man learns of a surpris­ 
ing cure, which seems to him miracu­ 
lous. 
A friend has been shot by brig­ 
ands or by marauding troops of tho 
government and is paralyzed down 
one side as a result The foreign doc­ 
tor opens his bend, takes out a little 
piece of metal, and the man begins at 
once to walk and talk. Or it might be 
in the ense of a woman who was 
blind from a cataract and received 
sight
